Smith on First 
Ballot Seems to 
Be Assured Thing 


Switch of Ohio Delegates to Fold of New York 
Governor Gives Indications That First 
Ballot Will Decide Nomination 
of Democratic Presidential 
Candidate. 


Houston, Juno 27.— (A P )— The nomination of Alfred 
E. Smith probably on the first ballot became assured to- 
—^bty when the Ohio delegation to the Democratic national 
convention arranged to swing most of its 48 votes to 
the New York governor. 
Co-incident with the decision 
of the Buckeye state delegates to shift to Smith the 
Oklahoma delegation decided in caucus to cast its 20 
votes on the first ballot to Reed, of Missouri. 
The dele­ 
gation is bound by the unit rule. 
In figuring that they have the votes to go over on the 
first ballot Smith leaders said they did not need Okla­ 
homa’s 20 if the Ohio delegates switched. 
Prior to today’s caucuses both the Reed and Smith 
factions had claimed the Oklahoma delegation. 
Reed’s 
men gained control on the fourth ballot when his forces 
mustered IO1" votes as against 9 1" for Smith. 
It was 
decided that another caucus would be called in the con­ 
vention hall to determine for whom the Oklahoma dele­ 
gation would vote on the second ballot. 
The action of 
tho Ohio delegation came at a time when the pledged 
first ballot strength of Smith totaled 7051" or just 28 
votes short of the two-thirds required for nomination. 
There was a tendency on the part of Smith’s foes, how­ 
ever. that the effect of the decision of the Oklahoma 
delegates to support Reed would stilFen the opposition 
to tho New Yorkers and perhaps in the holding away 
from him of enough votes to block his nomination on the 
first ballot. 
At the same time they realized the deter­ 
mination of the Ohio delegation to go to Smith without 
delay made it virtually impossible to stop him. 
Indications point that nominating speeches will be 
started tonight and that the balloting will begin tomor­ 
row'.

pute over prohibition side­ 
tracked in committee the 
Democratic

Paris. — (A P )— The 
fam iliar 
form of address, the singular of

b ring the chief th re a t of disaster. 
T h a t detachm ent, located a t the 
hrink of the Ohio river falls on th e 
Loirfiville w a te r front, constitutes 
th e only inland U. S. coi.st g u ard 
rtation in th e service. 
The "busy 
season" for these men is du r ng 
th e tim ‘ when sum m er boating is 
best, but in the w inter th ey are 
often pressed into duty when the 
levin* becomes ice-cor.ted and 
ve­ 
hicles skid down the steep incline 
into the river. 
During 
one 
day 
they have recovered sixteen trucks 
and m otor cars from the w aters. 
M ora th an fifty years ago th e 
toll of life and property taken by 
the falls of th e Ohio river and th e 
treacherous rapids below inspired 
the form ation of a volunteer life 
saving service. 
For their w ork 
congress, by special act, as well as 
th e Kentucky legislature, aw arded 
them gold medals. 
In 1881, P aul Boynton, of New 
York, in a specially constructed 
suit, was atte m p tin g to swim from 
P ittsb u rg h to New O rleans. 
He 
was escorted by a small boat con­ 
ta in in g th irte en 
men, principally 


correspondents of easte rn new spa­ 
pers. 
Boynton and the boat passed 


over the falls, unaw are of th e d an ­ 
g er of the rap id s below. 
The life 


saving crew rescued the b o at’s p a s ­ 
sengers and Boynton, seriously in ­ 
jured, was picked up by a river 
packet below the whirlpool. 
The 
atten d an t ag itatio n resulted in es­ 
tablishm ent of a federal life saving 
station here. 
D uring the D ayton flood of 1913, 
th e men from the Louisville s ta ­ 
tion who had been ordered to D ay­ 
ton w ere the first to cross the Mi­ 
am i river to 
reach 
unpenetrated 
fiood areas and to rescue 500 fa m ­ 
ilies. 
A feat th a t caused widespread 
com m ent was th eir rescue in F eb ­ 
ruary, 1917, of 215 passengers and 
crew* of th e steam er Queen City, 
which sank in

harbor
